18 -month pact. 
It v oted 8 to 6 to approv e 
only a 10 per cent increase in 
wag es and to allow the 4.9 per 
cent increase in fring e benefits 
to stand. The 14.9 per cent total 
is still hig her than the 8 .9 per 
cent called for in the board’s 
standard g u idelines. 
“The ex tra allowances were 
made in recog nition of the ne­ 
cessity of produ cing the income 
and retirem ent secu rity which 
has helped to foster efficient in­ 
du stry 
produ ction 
leading 
to 
sig nificantly 
g reater 
ou tpu t 
with a continu ou sly declining 
work force,” Pay Board Chair­ 
man Georg e If. Boldt said in 
annou ncing the decision. 
Under the pay prov isions of 
the pact, tiie West Coast dock 
workers were to receiv e a 7 2- 
cent hou rly wag e increase, re t­ 
roactiv e to Dec. 25, to bring the 
hou rly scale to $5. An addition­ 
al 40 cents an hou r was du e 
Ju ly 1.

Seeks $2.5 Billion For Subpar Schools 
Nixon Âsks Antibusing Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident 
Nix on 
form ally 
asked 
Cong ress today to block tempo­ 
rarily all fu rther pu pil-bu sing 
orders by the federal cou rts 
while 
it wrestles with long - 
rang e proposals to equ alize the 
qu ality 
of 
edu cation 
in 
all 
schools. 
In an 8 ,000-word special m es­ 
sag e. Nix on recommended that 
a moratoriu m on new bu sing 
rem ain in effect u ntil Ju ly 1, 
197 3—or u ntil Cong ress acts on 
broader leg islation at some ear­ 
lier date. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e said he 
was conv inced that the Senate 
and 
Hou se 
hav e 
the 
con­ 
stitu tional 
power, 
u nder 
the 
14th Amendment, to call a tem ­ 


porary halt to fu rther eou rt-or-1 
dered bu sing . 
In addition to calling for the 
moratoriu m, Nix on proposed a 
new equ al edu cational oppor­ 
tu nities law that wou ld channel 
special federal aid to schools 
with a larg e enrollment—ov er 
30 per cent—from poor fam i­ 
nes. 
The amou nt of aid wou ld to­ 
tal abou t $2.5 billion and wou ld 
amou nt to rou g hly $300 for each 
pu pil coming from a poor fam i­ 
ly . 
Before sending his messag e 
to Capitol Ilill, Nix on held an 
early 
morning 
White 
Hou se 
conference with the Democratic 
and Repu blican leadership of 
the Senate and Hou se. 


The messag e was a follow-u p 
to 
a 
telev ision-radio 
address 
Thu rsday nig ht in whicli he a r­ 
g u ed that his proposals “ wou ld 
focu s ou r efforts wrhere they 
really belong —on better edu ca­ 
tion for all of ou r children rath­ 
er than on more bu sing for 
some of ou r children.” 
In his messag e to Cong ress, 
Nix on arg u ed that his recom ­ 
mendations 
“ wou ld 
not 
roll 
back the Constitu tion, or u ndo 
the g reat adv ances that hav e 
been made in ending school 
seg reg ation, or u ndermine the 
continu ing 
driv e 
for 
equ al 
rig hts.” 
He said “ this administration 
means what it say s abou t dis­ 
mantling racial barriers, abou t 


opening u p jobs and hou sing 
and schools and opportu nity to 
all Americans.” 
In adv ance of the messag e, 
many observ ers had wondered 
how Nix on wou ld g o abou t fash­ 
ioning 
a 
bu sing 
moratoriu m 
withou t risking su ccessfu l chal­ 
leng es to his plan in the federal 
cou rts. 
The President noted that the 
14th Amendment to the Con­ 
stitu tion, 
u nder which school 
deseg reg ation cases hav e ari­ 
sen, specifically empowers Con­ 
g ress “ to enforce, by appro­ 
priate 
leg islation, 
the 
prov i­ 
sions of this article.” He went 
on: 
“Until now, enforcement has 
been left larg ely to the cou rts— 


which hav e operated within a 
limited rang e of av ailable rem ­ 
edies, and in the limited con­ 
tex t of ease law rather than of 
statu tory law. 
“ 1 propose that the Cong ress 
now accept the responsibility 
and u se the au thority g iv en to 
it u nder the 14th Amendment to 
clear u p the confu sion which 
contradictory cou rt orders hav e 
created and to establish reason­ 
able national standards.” 
The proposed 
equ al edu ca­ 
tional opportu nities law wou ld 
bar any state or locality from 
deny ing equ al edu cational op­ 
portu nity to any person becau se 
of race, color or national ori­ 
g in.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 
report certain to stir bitter de­ 
bate, a presidential commission 
recommends 
abortion 
on 
re­ 
qu est and contraceptiv e serv ­ 
ices to minors as way s to halt 
A m erica’s popu lation g rowth. 
The commission, which set 
ou t 
the 
need 
for stabilizing 
g rowth in the first of a three- 
part report issu ed last week, 
said pu blic and priv ate health 
serv ices 
shou ld 
assu me 
all 
costs connected with fertility . 
It wou ld mean an ou tlay of 
u p to $8.1 billion a y ear, the 
commission said, to pay for 
contraceptiv es; 
for 
prenatal, 
deliv ery and first-y ear pediat­ 
ric care; for v olu ntary ster­ 
ilization, abortion and medical 
treatm ent of infertility . All bu t 
$1 billion of this cost is now 
borne 
by pu blic 
and priv ate 
ag encies, the commission said. 
Criticism of the report came 
qu ickly , particu larly its recom ­ 
mendation that “ women shou ld 
be free to determ ine their own 
fertility , 
that 
the 
m atter of 
abortion shou ld 
Ik* left to the 
conscience 
of 
the 
indiv idu al 
concerned, in consu ltation with 
her phy sician and that states 
shou ld be encou rag ed to enact 
affirm ativ e statu tes creating a 
clear and positiv e framework 
for the practice of abortion on 
requ est.” 
Msg r. Jam es T. McHu g h of 
the United States Catholic Con­ 
ference said the “ preoccu pation 
with finding an effectiv e wav to 
elim inate the u nwanted child 
has led the commission .. . into 
an ideolog ical v alley of death.” 
The fou r Catholic members of 
the 24-member commission and 
Sen. 
Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
dissented from the section on 
abortion. 
The commission was estab­ 
lished by Cong ress two y ears 
ag o on requ est of President 
Nix on to stu dy “ Popu lation and 
the 
American 
Fu tu re.”

SAIGON (AP) — A U.S. heli­ 
copter carry ing combat rein­ 
forcements into a minor g rou nd 
fig ht crashed and sank in the 
Dong Nai Riv er 21 miles north­ 
east of Saig on today , and all 11 
Americans aboard were feared 
dead.

Seeks $2.5 Billion For Subpar Schools 
Nixon Asks Antibusing Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident 
Nixon 
formally 
asked 
Congress today to block tempo­ 
rarily all further pupil-busing 
orders by the federal courts 
while 
it wrestles with 
long- 
range proposals to equalize the 
quality 
of 
education 
in 
all 
schools. 
In an 8,000-word special m es­ 
sage. Nixon recommended that 
a moratorium on new busing 
remain in effect until July I, 
1973—or until Congress acts on 
broader legislation at some ear­ 
lier date. 
The chief executive said he 
was convinced that the Senate 
and 
House 
have 
the 
con­ 
stitutional 
power, 
under 
the 
14th Amendment, to call a tem ­ 


porary halt to further court-or­ 
dered busing. 
In addition to calling for the 
moratorium, Nixon proposed a 
new equal educational oppor­ 
tunities law that would channel 
special federal aid to schools 
with a large enrollment—over 
30 per cent—from poor fam i­ 
lies. 
The amount of aid would to­ 
tal about $2.5 billion and would 
amount to roughly $300 for each 
pupil coming from a poor fam i­ 
ly. 
Before sending his message 
to Capitol Hill, Nixon held an 
early 
morning 
White 
House 
conference with the Democratic 
and Republican leadership of 
the Senate and House. 


The message was a follow-up 
to a 
television-radio 
address 
Thursday night in which he ar­ 
gued that his proposals “ would 
focus our efforts where they 
really belong—on better educa­ 
tion for all of our children rath­ 
er than on more busing for 
some of our children.” 
In his message to Congress, 
Nixon argued that his recom­ 
mendations 
“ would 
not 
roll 
back the Constitution, or undo 
the great advances that have 
been 
made in ending school 
segregation, or undermine the 
continuing 
drive 
for 
equal 
rights.” 
He said “ this administration 
means what it says about dis­ 
mantling racial barriers, about 


opening up jobs and housing 
and schools and opportunity to 
all Americans.” 
In advance of the message, 
many observers had wondered 
how Nixon would go about fash­ 
ioning 
a 
busing 
moratorium 
without risking successful chal­ 
lenges to his plan in the federal 
courts. 
The President noted that the 
14th Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, 
under which school 
desegregation cases have ari­ 
sen, specifically empowers Con­ 
gress “ to enforce, by appro­ 
priate 
legislation, 
the 
provi­ 
sions of this article.” He went 
on: 
“Until now, enforcement has 
been left largely to the courts— 


which have operated within a 
limited range of available rem ­ 
edies, and in the limited con­ 
text of case law rather than of 
statutory law. 
“ I propose that the Congress 
now accept the responsibility 
and use the authority given to 
it under the 14th Amendment to 
clear up the confusion which 
contradictory court orders have 
created and to establish reason­ 
able national standards.” 
The proposed equal educa­ 
tional opportunities law would 
bar any state or locality from 
denying equal educational op­ 
portunity to any person because 
of race, color or national ori­ 
gin.

Copter Crash

SAIGON (AP) - A U.S. heli­

BELFAST (AP) - Two more 
killings Thursday night ushered 
in St. Patrick’s Day in North­ 
ern 
Ireland amid reports of 
steadily rising Protestant un­ 
rest and the consequent threat 
of retaliation for the terrorism 
of the IRA’s Roman Catholic 
guerrillas. 
A bomb exploded in a public 
lavatory Thursday night in Lur- 
gan, killing a 19-year-old wom­ 
an. 
British troops found the body 
of a young man in a Catholic 
parish hall north of Belfast’s 
Ardoyne district, a stronghold 
of the underground Irish Re­ 
publican Army. He had been 
shot in the head, and the arm y 
said it was not involved in his 
death. 
This brought the death toll to 
278 in the province’s religious 
warfare since August 1969. 
The British also reported at 
least two snipers wounded in a 
gunfight with troops on the out­ 
skirts of Belfast and said one 
was captured. Two other civil­ 
ians were shot and wounded in 
Belfast, but the arm y said its 
men were not involved. 
Prem ier Jack Lynch of the 
Irish Republic demanded in a 
political speech that the British 
government immediately make 
public the concessions to the 
Catholics which it has been de­ 
bating for weeks. British Prim e 
Minister Edward Heath said in 
a speech that these would offer 
the province’s Catholic minor­ 
ity “ a real and meaningful part 
in the taking of decisions which 
shape their future.”

A review is called for of charges 
made by auditors for the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare that 
millions of dollars have been overpaid 
or Medicare claims. The charges are 
buffered by similar complaints from 
a staff study by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
Estimates of excess payments com­ 
piled by HEW auditors ran as high 
as $4.5 million for one insurance com­ 
pany, $2.5 million for another and $1.2 
million for a third. The Senate commit­ 


t e e 's study covered performance of 
some blue Shield plans, commercial 
companies and independent insurors 
acting as Medicare payment agents. 
That report concluded: “Carrier per­ 


formance under Medicare has in the 
majority of instances been erratic, inef­ 
ficient, costly and inconsistent with 
congressional intent. Unquestionably, 
millions of dollars of public funds have 
gone to subsidize carrier inefficiency.” 
One 
complaint 
common 
to 
both 
studies was the charge that the com­ 
panies failed to limit physicians’ pay­ 
ments to “reasonable, customary and 
usual fees.” 
No one can say with certainty, the 
committee report added, “how much 
money has been overpaid as a result 
of the failure to apply statutory limita­ 
tion on reasonable charges.” But the 
estimate was that it 
amounted to 
“many hundreds of millions of dollars.”

New regulations 
Price Commission 
announced by the 
permit low profit 
enterprises to raise prices sufficiently 
to achieve a profit of up to 3 per cent 
of sales. This is a necessary exemption 
from strict controls to give thousands 
of marginal businesses a chance to sur­ 
vive. 
The latest exemptions serve as a re­ 
minder that the longer controls are 
maintained the more complex and dis­ 
criminatory they are likely to become.

many as 15.000 companies doing busi­ 


ness at a loss or low profit will be 
affected. All will be limited to price 
increases of no more than 8 per cent. 
Blanket rulings such as were promul­ 
gated initially by the commission work 
greater hardships on some businesses 
than others. Further refinements and 
exemptions can be expected. They may 
not come in time to save some enter­ 
prises and the jobs they provide. 
The multiplying decisions which will 
be required in coming months to sort 
out tnosc businesses treated unfairly 
would strain the wisdom of a Solomon.

new ambulances. 
The equipment is attached to

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Non- 
academic state university em ­ 
ployes will get ll per cent sala­ 
ry increases in their March 31 
checks, according to Regents 
Chancellor John Millett. 
The state got the go-ahead to 
increse salaries of the 16,000 
workers when the federal Pay 
Board in Washington approved 
the raises Thursday. 
The Pay Board’s terms were 
identical to those set down ear- 
lied for a IO lier cent raise ‘for 
56,000 other state employes. 
. 
The board ruled in both cases 
that the full raises could not go 
into effect Jan. I, as provided 
in legislation enacted by the 
Ohio 
General 
Assembly. 
In­ 
stead, the raises go into effect 
today, 
meaning 
the 
affected 
employes lose two and one-hali 
months of increased pay. 
Millett said he does not 
in­ 
tend 
to appeal the decision. 
State Personnel Director Paul 
Corey 
said 
he will 
“explore 
ways and m eans” of appealing 
the ruling for other state em ­ 
ployes. 
In setting the March 17 date 
for the raises to 
begin, the 
board figured the two and one 
half month delay would bring 


the average increase down to 7 
per cent—the maximum under 
the board’s general guidelines— 
for the year beginning last Nov. 
14, when the wage freeze end­ 
ed. 
The board gave Ohio a spe­ 
cial exception for the ll per 
cent raise because it covered a 
twro y ear period. 
The increases go to maids, 


campus 
policemen, 
ground- 
skeepers and other service em ­ 
ployes at the 12 state-supported 
universities. 
A 4 per cent raise for aca­ 
demic employes was approved 
earlier this week by the Pay 
Board staff.

AN EDITORIAL 
By Pat May 
A topic of great controv ersy in today ’s world is 
the networks and media that consistently project v io­ 
lence and preju dice into ou r liv ing rooms, and thu s, 
into the minds of v u lnerable chidren. 
To discu ss v iolence withou t referring to mass media 
is as impossible as to discu ss modern mass media 
withou t referring to v iolence. We fill the minds of 
children with an u nending stream of v iolence, often 
glamorou s, alway s ex citing. 
The modern child is ex posed to a v ariety of mass 
media: radio, mov ies, telev ision, comic books, m aga­ 
zines, etc. Killing is commonplace. It is carried 
ou t by conv entional means: shooting, stabbing, clu b­ 
bing. strangling, drowning, bu rning, etc. The tech­ 
niqu es of all of these are v ery fu lly described. 
The pu blic was astonished when in recent riots, 
children attacked police. We'v e been teaching them 
for y ears that is the thing to do. 
In a historical film often shown, the cru elty of 
a man is ex plained by that fact that he had “ In­ 
dian blood" in him — a lesson not in history , bu t 
in preju dice. Race-preju dice is alway s shown. The 
worst offenders is the westerns, where Indians, Mex i­ 
cans and blacks are depicted as u nedu cated, dirts# 
creatu res to av oid. Before children can think for 
themselv es, they are tau ght to hate. It is an au to­ 
matic hate. Those working lor civ il rights hav e 
neglected this dictator of children. 
A famou s line heard qu ite often on the screen is 
“ I'll kill y ou my way , slow-like " This has to affect 
ou r children. They take a grim pleasu re in watch­ 
ing an Indian being tortu red, or any one else for that 
matter.

AN EDITORIAL

A topic of great controversy in today’s world is 
the networks and media that consistently project vio­ 
lence and prejudice into our living rooms, and thus, 
into the minds of vulnerable chidren. 
To discuss violence without referring to mass media 
is as impossible as to discuss modern mass media 
without referring to violence. We fill the minds of 
children with an unending stream of violence, often 
glamorous, always exciting. 
The modern child is exposed to a variety of mass 
media: radio, movies, television, comic books, maga­ 
zines, etc. Killing is commonplace. It is carried 
out by conventional means: shooting, stabbing, club­ 
bing. strangling, drowning, burning, etc. The tech­ 
niques of all of these are very fully described. 
The public was astonished when in recent riots, 
children attacked police. We've been teaching them 
for years that is the thing to do. 
In a historical film often shown, the cruelty of 
a man is explained by that fact that he had “In­ 
dian blood” in him — a lesson not in history, but 
in prejudice. Race-prejudice is always shown. The 
worst offenders is the westerns, where Indians, Mexi­ 
cans and blacks are depicted as uneducated, dirtvl 
creatures to avoid. Before children can think for 
themselves, they are taught to hate. It is an auto­ 
matic hate. Those working tor civil rights have 
neglected this dictator of children. 
A famous line heard quite often on the screen is 
‘Til kill you my way, slow-like ” This has to affect, 
our children. They take a grim pleasure in watch­ 
ing an Indian being tortured, or anyone else for that 
matter. 
Some “horror-movies” should be labeled “cruelty 
movies” for the portrayal of violence in disguise. A 
huge, hairy monster gets away with murder, literal^- 
His behavior is accepted and even encouraged be­ 
cause he doesn’t realize that what he is doing is 
wrong. 
He is not responsible. But we are. We are responsi­ 
ble for what our children see on television! When are 
we going to change it? When are we going to recognize1' 
the d a n g e r of continuing things as they are? When?

American Baptist Home Mis­ 
sion Societies. “ We can’t avoid 
risks in this world if we are go­ 
ing to be involved.”

“I simply don’t have time to 
campaign in other states,” Yor­ 
ty said Wednesday. 
Yorty, 62, finished third in 
the New Hampshire primary 
with 6 per cent of the vote and 
trailed badly in the Florida pri­ 
mary, getting less than one per 
cent of the vote. He didn’t cam­ 
paign in the state.
